Chi Omega led all social sorori- 
ties on the campus lost semester in 
scholarship rating. The Chi 0’s 
had a 2.68 average for their 30 
members. Alpha Epsilon Phi 
holds second place with 2.67 for 12 
members. Third place is held by 
the 19 members of Phi Sigma Sig- 
ma, who had a 2.64 average. Sig- 
ma Kappa with 2.63 for 32 mem- 
bers and Kappa Kappa Gamma 
with 2.61 for 44 members hold 
fourth and fifth positions, respec- 
tively. 

The average for all women in 
the University for the second sem- 
ester of 1933-1934 was 2.61. As in 
the past non-sorority women had a 
little edge over those affiliated with 
social groups, holding 2.68 against 
the 2.47 of the members of the 
Greek world.
